Mr. Granger read excerpts from data sup- 
plied by Mr. Brush and stated that the new 
power plant is not expected to cause a 
serious problem in the operation of the 
Waste Water Treatment Plant. Dr, Bevez 
asked about “thermal pollution” and was 
informed that the proposed plant would 
meet state standards regarding tempera- 
ture.

At this time the Chairman recognized

economy. Mr. Ruskin also asked about 
the Model Cities application for funds for 
trash removal and the proposed pilot project 
in the Board’s budget for trash removal in 
the Model Cities area. Mr. Ruskin hoped 
the City would be “moving into a solid 
waste disposal system fit for the 1970's, 
since the present solid waste disposal sys- 
tem is fit only for the 1870's.”

Mr. Zapata asked how pilot garbage col- 
lection would affect air pollution program. 
Discussion on outdoor burning. 


Mr. Granger asked members of the Air 
Pollution Board if they had considered the 
air pollution of inside incinerators and 
outside burners. Mr. Zapata answered that 
they are fighting this matter and that pos- 
sibly this Solid Waste Disposal would help 
the matter. 


Mr. Granger and Mr. Ruskin discussed 
poverty as related to trash and garbage 
burning. Poor people cannot afford pick- 
up, incinerators, garbage disposal systems, 
ete. 


A need was shown for solid waste dis- 
posal by the two trash pick-ups last year 
a couple of months apart. 900 cyds. of 
rubbish was collected from-300 houses from 
the second trash pick-up after the city’s 
annual pick-up. 


Discussion on need of Solid Waste Dis- 
posal. Mr. Ruskin explained needs in 
other cities in Michigan and the possibility 
of outlawing all outside burning, 


Mr. Ray discussed problem and suggested 
that we have to sell the citizens of Lansing 
on the idea of solid waste disposal and by 
this means the City Council would then be 
moved to action. 


Mr. Zapata suggested that to sell this pro- 
gram it will be necessary to show the 
savings to an individual, the health aspects, 
ete, 


Mr. Emory suggested that cost of col- 
lection be based on percentage of water 
bill. This would probably give a more 
even spread of cost. The larger families 
probably use more water, have more trash, 
therefore, would pay a higher amount. 


Mr, Russell asked the Board of Public 
Service how to proceed. 


The Board has circulated a questionnaire 
and tabulated results as per Council re- 
quest. It was resolved that the two boards 
would restudy the problem and explore dif- 
ferent possibilities on how to sell the idea 
of Solid Waste Disposal to the citizens of 
the community. 


Mr. Backus informed the Board that the 
city now has a sixday garbage collection. 
He recommended that the Board ask for 
Council’s permission to eliminate the Sat- 
urday collection. This would require an 
ordinance change. Suggested May 1 effec- 
tive date. 


Motion by Mr. Faggion, seconded by 
Mr. Hack that the Board of Public Service 
recommends to the City Council that the 
Saturday collection be terminated, effective 
May 1, 1970.

Met 
with City Council to enforce ordinance 
regarding hook-up to sanitary sewer when 
available. To prepare a letter with notice 
of public hearing that they have six 
months to hook-up. May get extension up 
to two years with permission of City Coun- 
cil if septic tank is functioning properly. 
Ordinance has never been enforced. Asking 
Council to enforce it or repeal it. Penalty 
for failure to comply is a misdemeanor. 


Director in his report commented on the 
annual citywide rubbish collection: Total 
number of loads taken to sanitary landfill, 
trucks working a total of 7 days, 1,974 truck 
loads as compared to 1,551 in 1969, 1,770 in 
1968, and 1306 in 1967. Budgeted amount 
is $25,560. Expect cost to be approximate- 
ly $7,000 over budget amount. The City 
Council restored items reduced by the Mayor 
in the budget. Council approved budget 
as submitted with the exception of two 
items: conference expense reduced slight- 
ly and City Hall maintenance cost from 
$60,000 to $50,000. $120,000 approved for 
Pilot rubbish collection (of this our original 
request of $60,000 was cut to $30,000 and 
$90,000 approved in the Model Cities bud- 
get.) 


Mayor Pro Tem has asked for the 
Board’s feeling and thinking about placing 
for vote a complete rubbish collection as 
outlined by the Board. 
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Mr. Granger stated that not before we 
see how the pilot program comes out. 


After several Board members voiced 
their opinion on the vote, Mr. Backus sug- 
gested that Mr. Russell should write a letter 
to Mr. Adado since it is a verbal request 
from Mr. Adado to the Director, and con- 
vey the feeling that the Board thanks Mr. 
Adado for his interest but that the Board 
recommends that no action be taken at 
this time until the Model Cities pilot study 
has been completed. 


Aurelius Road court proceedings have 
been initiated. May have property before 
end of this year. 


Plans for Capitol Development sewers 
are progressing for the new Capitol. Con- 
sultants have been appointed to draw 
construction plans. 


Mr. Granger brought up matter of haul 
routes, Feels that only a certain route be 
designated as a haul route and that con- 
tractors not be allowed to use all residential 
streets with heavy equipment. 


Director reported that city has completed 
inspection of railroad crossings with a 
representative of the railroad. Railroads 
scheduling work to be done by their forces 
and by the city. Should be in a few weeks. 
Expect this to be an annual thing. Car 
auction is scheduled for this coming Sat- 
urday to be held at the University Oldsmo- 
bile on East Michigan. That building has 
been taken over by Police and Fire De- 
partments for servicing police and fire 
automobiles. Getting rid of automobiles 
replaced by new ones as well as some 
obsolete equipment. 


Director announced he would be out of 
city coming week and Bill Ancell will be 
in charge. 


Mr, Faggion mentioned that as of May Ist 
municipal contracts are subject to State 
Sales Tax. 


Mr. Russell read and commented on his 
letter to the Board. Our By-Laws do not 
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contain a provision for making amend- 
ments at the present time. Mr, Russell sug- 
gested the following method to be made 
a part of the Rules: 


“Amendments in the rules of procedure 
may be initiated by any member of the 
Public Service Board by presenting them 
in writing at any regular meeting and voted 
upon at the next regular meeting. All 
Board members must be notified of such 
amendmenis by mail at least five (5) days 
before the amendment is to be voted upon. 
The affirmative vote of six (6) members 
shall be required to amend the rules of 
procedure.” 


Mr. Hack offered the following amend- 
ment to the Board rules: 


“A Public Service Board Member shall 
not hold the office of Chairman for more 
than two consecutive years and 


A Public Service Board Member shall not 
hold the office of Vice-Chairman for more 
than two consecutive years.” 


The Board unanimously decided to vote 
on method of amending the Rules of Pro- 
cedure in the next meeting on June 3, 1970, 
and on whatever amendments are suggested 
in the following meeting on July 1, 1970. 

Mr. Mosher commented that he felt we 
needed no particular provision regarding 
Board member absences, Mr. Ibarra agreed 
with Mr. Mosher.

Board of Water and Light is con- 
sidering extension of its services with cer- 
tain limitations and perhaps higher fees 
for services, 


Special committee appointed to study the 
feasibility of extending our services to 
stand for the time being. 


Council Referrals— 


Final plat of Glenburne Subdivision. 
Director recommended that final plat be 
approved subject to filing of necessary pe- 
titions for public improvements and post- 
ing of deposits for installation of those 
items, The Department is prepared to 
place under contract within two weeks. 


Mr, Faggion arrived. 


Mr. Ibarra asked for an explanation of 
platting procedures, function of the Public 
Service Board, and the Planning Board. 
Explained by Mr. Backus. 


Moved by Mr. Granger, seconded by Mr. 
Hack that the Board of Public Service 
recommends approval of final plat of Glen- 
burne Subdivision subject to filing of pe- 
titions for improvements and posting of 
financial security.

Letter of Board of Water and Light 
regarding the construction of a municipal 
well on city property located north of 
expressway, west of Washington Avenue. 


The department’s recommendation that 
permission be granted to the Board of 
Water and Light to construct the well in 
the location requested, subject to approval 
of final location of right-of-way so as not 
wt conflict with the extension of Edgewood 
Blvd.

Mr. Backus replied that since we have 
had Paul Carr with the city, constantly 
working with the inspectors that this 
situation has improved. Feels we have 
had a marked improvement, although not 
completely solved. There may be a time 
not far away when bituminous base in lieu 
of gravel will be a requirement. This is 
something the Board may have to give 
consideration. This should meet approval 
of subdividers as it will improve the subdi- 
visions, 


What to do with the Board of Water 
and Light where they do not have proper 
backfill? (City Engineer explained that 
the Board puts back only what they remove 
unless developer pays extra.) Mr. Backus 
to check the ordinance with the Board and 
report to the next meeting. 
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Mr, Granger feels that city owes to people 
on adjoining streets not to have contractors 
hauling heavy loads on all residential 
streets in the area of construction and 
damage all streets but should have desig- 
nated haul routes. 


Preliminary plat of Abood Realty Sub- 
division located at end of Luwanna Drive, 
north of Cavanaugh Rd.

The bids were rejected by the council as 
they felt the cost to repair the two struc- 
tures was excessive and referred it back to 
the Board of Public Service for alternates. 
The cost to repair and paint would replace 
one structure in aluminum. One alterna- 
tive would be to galvanize the structure, 
another to do nothing to the upper struc- 
ture but paint on site the lower portion and 
that would give another 2-3 years of ser- 
vice. The city should get into routine main- 
tenance program on the older overpasses. 
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The Board should study the possibilities of 
(1) replacing this structure with alumi- 
num; (2) accepting this bid, (8) revising 
the specifications and take bids for paint- 
ing in place under traffic. Research the 
problem further and report to next meet- 
ing. 


DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


Mr. Backus mentioned the complaint 
made by Mr. Ibarra in last month’s meet- 
ing concerning salting on Waverly Road. 
He had had a report from Mr, Adado, who 
lives on Waverly Road, that salting by 
county was sometimes quicker than on city 
streets by city forces. 


Reported on progress of city parking 
ramps to be constructed, widening of Mt. 
Hope Avenue, Aurelius Road extension. 
Land acquisition is still in court on this 
project but hope for a settlement by the 
end of the year, Passed out copies of 
C.I.P. Board should be ready with recom- 
mendations by the time they are needed in 
January for the budget. Request of Olds- 
mobile to buy portion of Scott Park. Pub- 
lie Service Department has no further use 
for this portion but the city does have 
storm and sanitary sewers. A 72-inch 
storm sewer runs through the park and into 
the river, Recommend retaining an ease- 
cae over property where sewers are lo- 
cated. 


Motion by Mr. Hack supported by Mr. 
Faggion that the Board recommend to city 
council that this portion of the Scott Park 
may be sold but that an easement be re- 
tained for existing utilities.

Dr. Bevez discussed local priorities as re- 


flected according to national priorities. Mr. 
Ibarra expressed concern for areas in the 
City not receiving services (sewers), while 
the sewer system is being expanded to new 
areas, A discussion followed on balancing 
the need to solve existing problems as op- 
posed to expanding into new areas. The 
existing problem is connected to pollution 
which is of major concern and the expand- 
ing into new areas is connected to the need 
for housing which is of major concern. 


Mr. Corbit pointed out two sewer proj- 
ects that would help tremendously toward 
alleviating the existing problems in the 
south-central area of the City. Discussion 
centered around the sewer problems in the 
Hillerest area and the feeling that the need 
for sewers in this area is number one 
priority. 


Dr. Bevez pointed out that he felt that 
by 1978, anything we did now would be 
wasted since there will be a tremendous 
housing expansion in the area in the next 
few years and that this expansion will 
over-tax the existing system, even after 
these improvements have been made. Dr. 
Bevez felt we possibility should be con- 
sidering another system. 


It was moved by Mr. Ibarra and seconded 
by Mr. Hobrla that the Board recommend 
to City Council that the Hillerest area 
sewers be considered the number one pri- 
ority. 
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Mr. Granger felt it was not time to vote 
since other items had not been discussed. 


The staff was asked if they had any other 
items they felt should be considered num- 
ber one priority. The staff pointed out that 
the Board has to indicate its preference as 
to solving old problems or expanding into 
other areas to accommodate housing, etc.

Proceedings, December 2, 1970 





The meeting was called to order by Chair- 
man Russell at 7:30 P.M. 


Present: Mrs. Borgman, Dr. Bevez, 
Messrs. Russell, Faggion, Ibarra, Granger, 
Hack and Hobrla—8s. 


Absent: None. 
Staff: Mr. Backus and Mr. Ancell. 


Motion by Dr. Bevez, seconded by Mr. 
Ibarra, that the minutes of the November 
4th, 1970 meeting, be approved as printed. 


Carried. 


Motion by Mr. Ibarra, seconded by Mrs. 
Borgman, that the minutes of the special 
meeting of November 10th, 1970, be ap- 
proved as printed. 


Carried. 


A report of the special committee on 
landfill operation was made by Committee 
Chairman Granger. Mr. Granger reported 
that he had met twice with the Director 
to discuss the problems and would be call- 
ing a meeting of the committee soon. 


General discussion followed on landfill 
operations and garbage disposal. A further 
discussion followed on solid waste pickup 
and the fate of the private haulers. 


Dr. Bevez spoke of the possibility of the 
city subsidizing the installation of garbage 
disposals in homes as a means of handling 
garbage. 


The Director submitted the preliminary 
plat of Midwood with the recommendation 
that the preliminary plat be approved sub- 
ject to an outlet for storm sewer being 
made available. Sanitary Sewers are avail- 
able now. The Director estimated that the 
City would have to build approximately 
1000 feet of storm sewer at approximately 
$14.00 per foot, to make an outlet available. 


Motion by Mr. Granger, seconded by Mr. 
Hobrla, that the Board recommend to the 
City Council that approval for preliminary 
plat of Midwood be denied inasmuch as 
storm sewers are not available to serve this 
plat at this time and since to approve the 
plat would be contrary to Act 288 of the 
Public Acts of 1967, State of Michigan. 


Carried. 


The Director submitted the final plat of 
Newport Estates No. 3 with the recommen- 
dation that the approval not be given due 
to the lack of the usable frontage on Lots 
64 and 65. The Director reported that 
storm and sanitary sewers are available. 
The Director also recommended that the 
Board recommend to the Planning Board, 
a change in the Subdivision Regulations 
to eliminate the problem of lack of frontage 
in the future. 


Motion by Mr. Granger, seconded by Mr. 
Hack, that the Board recommend to the 
City Council that the plat not be accepted 
inasmuch as Lots 64 and 65 do not have 
sufficient frontage at the curb line to per- 
mit proper ingress and egress, 


Carried, 
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The Director submitted the preliminary 
plat of Sommerset Estates with the recom- 
mendation that the Board not approve the 
plat since storm sewers are not available. 
The Direetor informed the Board that be- 
fore storm sewers will be available, the 
City Council will have to approve the con- 
struction of the Weigman Drain which was 
priority number four in the Board’s Capitol 
Improvement Program recommendation to 
the Council, 


Motion by Dr. Bevez, seconded by Mr. 
Faggion, that the Board recommend to the 
City Council that the preliminary plat of 
Sommerset Estates not be accepted since 
storm sewers are not available to serve this 
plat at this time and since approval of the 
plat would be contrary to Act 288 of the 
Public Acts of 1967, State of Michigan. 


Carried. 


The Director submitted the preliminary 
plat of Wexford Heights with the recom- 
mendation that the preliminary plat be ap- 
proved subject to moving the pedestrian 
walkway from Lot 28 to Lot 24. The Di- 
rector informed the Board that storm and 
sanitary sewers are available 


Motion by Mr. Faggion, seconded by Mrs. 
Borgman, that the Board recommend the 
approval of the preliminary plat of Wex- 
ford Heights subject to moving the pedes- 
trian walkway from Lot 23 to Lot 24, and 
further subject to the receipt of petitions 
for necessary public improvements. 


Carried, 


The Director reported that I-496 will 
probably not be open this year due to the 
need for guard rails. If the good weather 
holds, the State may be able to install the 
necessary guard rails in time for a January 
opening. 


The Director also reported that options 
for the proposed City Market site were 
allowed to lapse and a committee of five 
department heads was formed by City 
Council to study the relocation of the 
market. 


The Director reported that all of the 
changes in the Model Cities Contract, as 
recommended by the Board, were accepted 
and the contract approved by the City 
Council. 


The low bidder for the truck compactors 
was Auto-Truck Service Equipment Co., 
and the Diamond-Reo trucks that were 
ordered should be available by December 
23, 1970 and the Model Cities trash pickup 
should be able to start on schedule Jan- 
uary 1, 1971. The possibility of computer 
operations for route schedules is being 
investigated. 


The Eureka Street Relief Sewers will be 
re-advertised for bids, January 25th, 1971. 


DECEMBER 14, 1970 


The Capitol Development Sewer Project 
has not been resolved yet. 


The bids for the two parking ramps will 
be received December 2ist, 1970. 


The Director also informed the Board 
that on December 15, 1970, in Judge 
Salmon’s Court, there will be a hearing 
of the condemnation proceedings of the 
Wilbur Wright property for the extension 
of Aurelius Road, 


The Director informed the Board that the 
City Council has given permission to fill 
the Secretary-III position vacated by Mrs. 
Kostrzewski. 


Dr. Bevez asked if the Board members 
were liable for their action on the Board 
as individuals. The Board secretary was 
directed to request an opinion on that pos- 
sibility from the City Attorney. 


The City Engineer’s contract status re- 
port was submitted by Mr. Backus. The 
City Engineer was absent since he was at- 
tending a Boundary Commission hearing 
at the Board’s request. 


The Director recommended that the Board 
recommend to the Planning Board that 
serious consideration be given to lot widths 
as they pertain to lots whose property 
lines are not parallel. The Director recom- 
mend that the Subdivision Regulations be 
changed to read that lot lines projected to 
the curb line should allow thirty five feet 
of frontage along the curb line. 


Motion by Mr. Faggion, second by Dr. 
Bevez, that the Board concur in the rec- 
ommendation of the Director and so rec- 
ommend to the Planning Board. 


Carried. 


The Director submitted the budget work- 
sheets for the Department and explained 
the items on the sheets. 


Mr. Ibarra raised the possibility of pro- 
viding funds in the budget for combined 
solid waste pickup for the entire City 
starting July 1, 1971 and eliminating the 
inefficient garbage service. 


Dr. Bevez agreed with Mr. Ibarra and 
pointed out that there is a movement to 
prohibit burning of trash and if that goes 
into effect, there will be a tremendous need 
for the solid waste pickup. 


The Chairman adjourned the meeting at 
9:30 p.m.
